THE BUDGET DEBATE. 


American and Canadian Cattle the Subject of 
Discussion. 
Associated Press Leased-wire Service. 
LONDON, May -29.—(By Atlantic 
Cable.) The budget debate was con- 
tinued this evening. The subject of ex- 
clusion of diseased cattle came up again 
and W. H. Tong said the agricultural- 
ists were entitled to Know the policy 
of the government regarding the ex- 
clusion of diseased cattle. If the gov- 
ernment insisted upon slaughter at the 
port of debarkation, it would more 
to cheapen the supply of meat than 
any other measure that could be 
adopted. 
' President Gardrer of the Board of 
Agricultufe represented the idea that 
the government should exclude Amer- 
ican and Canadian cattle mainly to 
maintain the prices of English«stock. 
The government only decided to exclude 


diseased cattle. Gardner said he could | 


not make any definite promise as to 
what the government would do. It 
would decide according to investigation 
from time to time. The prohibition of 
steer cattle would probably not have 
‘tthe effect of raising the price of meat 
a farthing, but it might cause an in- 
crease in the price of store cattle. The 


| policy of the government was to 


tect the agricultural interest against 
any danger of introduction of disease 


among other herds. If there was any 
danger of disease being imported while + 


he remained in office he would put ‘the 
doubts in favor. «

PROMINENT CITIZENS CAPTURED 


The Rebels Construct a Fort Near Wilbur-- 
Reported Killing of Four Union Men 
by a Miner—Other Excit- 
ing Incidents. 


By Telegraph to The Times. 

CRIPPLE CREEK (Colo.,) May 29.— 
(Special Dispatch.) The decisive battle 
of the strike in this camp will occuf at 
some time tomorrow. The deputies, un- 
der command of Sheriff Bowers, who 
will arrive in the camp at Divide to- 
morrow morning, will move at an early 
hour in the morning to attack the 


-miners on Bull Hill from the north. 


The attacking force will number about 
1000 men and two pieces of heavy ar- 
tillery. The deputies expect resistance 
in their endeavor to gain a command-, 


position’'on Ironclad Mountain, 
‘across Grassy Valley from Bull Hil, 


Should they succeed in gaining the 
contemplated position, the’ plan of 
Sheriff. Bowers and Col. Veatch ‘is to 
endeavor to reduce the miners’ fort on 
Bull Hill by the shells from the ten- 


pound Napoleon guns and ‘then assault 
to carry the summit. This means that 


there must ensue one ofthe bloodiest 


battles which has ever attended a| 


strike. 

The miners occupy a position on 
Bull Hill which was rendered almost 
impregnable by nature and has been 
doubly secured by the willing hands of 
miners under direction of Joseph’ J. 
Johnston, an old West Point graduate. 
The works on‘the summit consist of 
a fort capable of sheltering 800 men, 
constructed of massive logs and rocks. 
Within the fort there is a structure 
partially under ground made of logs 
and covered with rock. Around the 


‘sides of the latter run a row of loop- 


holes, the most numerous of which 
command the approaches to the Victor 
mine, where the present troubles orig- 
inated. The fort is stocked with an 
immense supply of provisions as well 


'as a large stock of arms and ammun!- 


tion. The water supply is short, but 
this the miners hope to obviate by 
using water from the shaft of the 

The natural advantages of ‘the posi- 
tion held by the miners makes it, in- 
deed, a formidable one, but the deputies 
are well drilled, armed, and determined 


| to gain possession of ‘the mines, and | 


in this they have the support of: the 
mine-owners. \After six months of idle- 
ness, the latter are desperate, and in- 
tend to gain ‘their property, no mat- 
ter what the cost. The situation in this 
city is a peculiar one, the p!ace beinz 
really under siege, without the pres- 
ence of armed men. The daily stages 
are crowded with citizens, leaving the 


camp until after the trouble is set- 


tled. The miners have adopted a new 
and novel méthod of defending them- 
selves, being no less than the capture 
of men closely related to the mine- 
owners, and their detention in the 
fort on Bull Hill, hoping thereby to dis- 
courage the deputies from shelling the 
fort. 

A raid was made on the town of 
Barry last night, and every shouse in 
the town was searched for arms. When 
they departed they took George Car- 
ver, the aSsayer at the Anaconda mine, 


-and- he-is- now -confined-on- Hitt. 


A delegation visited this city at 2 
o’clock today, and threaten another 
visit tonight. Many other acts of 
depredation have been committed, and 
the citizens of the district are down 
on the men. } 7 


ANOTHER ACCOUNT. . 


Deputi:s and Strikers Keeping at a Safe 
Distanc>. 
Associated Press Leased-wire Cervice. 
CRIPPLE CREEK (Colo.,) May 29.— 
The deputies and strikers are still keep- 
ing a safe distance from each other. 
Both sides are exerting every effort to 
increase their numbers, the strikers 
using, in some instances, loaded Win- 
chesters as arguments. The strikers 
become bolder and more insolent every 
day. All the smaller towns are com- 
pletely subjected and *some demon- 
stration has been made at Cripple 
Creek... There is nothing manly in the 
attitude of the strikers, vastly out- 
numbering the male portion of pop- 


ulation, and being heavily armed, they 
have confiscated neesly all the firearms 
owned by individuats, 

Conscious alfke of their own strength, 
and of the weakness of the inhabitants, 
they conduct themselves in an over- 
bearing manner and exact conduct on 


| the part of the inhabitants that is lit- 


tle short of abject servitude. Today 
@ party entered Mound City and at the 
point of Winchesters forced two union 
men, who believe in the union, but do 
not believe in carrying arms and using 
them in violation of the law, together 
Witt a non-union man, to go to Bull 

The general infpréession here is that 
this question can be settled only by a 
terrible conflict,and the people anxfously 
await the end, whatever it may be. To 
the credit of the strikers, it can be 
said that in some of the camps they 
have closed every saloon and placed 
guards over them. 

The strikers now expect to, be at- 
tacked from three differént points and 
have massed their forces at Bull Hill. 
Two principal approaches have been 
undermined and large quantities of 
dynamite placed so that by means of 
electnicity, the mines can be exploded 
from ‘the fort. | 

A. D. Gertner, a prominent Populist, 
was driven out of camp today and or- 
dered not to return on penalty of death. 

A STARTLING REPORT. 

CRIPPLE CREEK, May 29.—A report 
comes from Victor that the strikers 
attempted to disarm a miner, when he 
shot and killed four of them. 

THE GOVERNOR WILL INV ESTIGATE 

DENVER, May 29.—Gov. Waite has 
decided to go to Cripple Creek tonight 


to investigate the situation. All hope 


of arbitration is at an end. Sherif 
Bowers was here today But did not see 
the Governor. He said he would enforce 
the laws at Cripple Creek and put the 
mine-owners iy possessi-n of their p-op- 
erty. More deputies are being mustered 
here and gatling guns have been or- 
dered from Chicago. 

Later.—Almost at the last moment 
Gov. Waite decided not to go to 
Cripple Creek until tomorrow morning.« 
It is expected he is afraid the deputies 
will kidnap him. 

The immediate result of the trouble 
with the coal-miners at Rouse is that 
they quitted work and joined the body 
of strikers and the party, 200 strong, 
moved out of the district. . 

A FORT AND CANNON. 

DIVIDE (Colo.,) May 29.—It has 
rained nearly all day, and this, in ad-. 
dition to disappointment felt at the 
small number of recruits, has had a 
depressing effect, and about a dozen 
have returned to Denver. The strik- 
ers are reported to have purchased a 
rifled cannon, which is now on_ the 
way here. They have constructed an- 
other’ fort in the canyon just below 
Wilbur. 

CHANGED THEIR MINDS. _. 

LEAVENWORTH, May 29.—Four 
hundred and ‘twenty-five miners, em- 
ployed at the Home and Kansas and 
Texas works, quit work today. Yester- 
day afternoon they voted to continue 
work.

- The Police Commission met yester- 
day morning, with Commissioners Bos- 
byshell, Weldon and the Mayor in at- 
tendance. Commissioners Arnold and 
Bradish came in a few minutes later. 

A petition from Boyle Heights | citt- 
zens, as heretofore published, asking 
that no saloon license be granted for 
any place on Boyle Heights, was re- 
and was laid over for one 
week 

Commissioner Weldon stated that J: 
Marietich had. asked permission to 
withdraw his’ application for a saloon 
license at No. 2134 East First street, 
and moved that the permission to 
withdraw be granted as asked for. 
The motion prevailed. 

The Chief reported through Secre- 
tary Moffatt on the applications, of 
Morgan & Fisher for-a transfer of sa- 
loon. license at No. 1444 San Fernando 
street, from J. H. Watson; of Andrew 
Martin, for a transfer of saloon license 
‘at No. 101 East Requena street, from 
Emil Waldeck, and of George W. Lag- 
gadda, for a transfer of saloon license 
at the northwest corner of Seventh 
street-and Maple avenue, from George 
Waudscher. These applications were 
granted. . 

On report’ or. the Chief an applica- 
tion of Charley J. Shang for a transfer 
of saloon license at. No. 416 North Main 
street, from Ed J. McCormick was 
granted, and the restaurant § liquor 
license for the same place was revoked. 

A lengthy communication from 
Joseph Schurtz, proprietor of the Pal- 
ace saloon, was presented. It stated 
that he had been law-abiding, and it 
was a great injustice to take his 
licénse away. He was heard in behalf 
of <chis petition. He said he had never 
vidlated the law. The trouble was 
that he had been too strict in trying to 
keep an orderly place. He does not 
permit patrons to treat himself or his 
employees, he tolerates dice 
or ‘card games in his place. If an offi- 
ceF had seen patrons at the place on 
Sunday, drinking liquors without the 
bona fide meal accompaniment, it must 
have been after the plates had been re- 
moved. If people with their families 
came in late at night to get meals he 
could not drive them out just because 
it happened to be midnight before they 
left. He had ‘been in the city for 
about eight years, and has within that 
time transacted $250,000 worth of busi- 
ness here. 

A communication was presented from 
F.. Kerkow, in which he claimed he had 
been law-abiding and asked the com- 
mission to reconsider its action in re- 
voking his license. He was afterward 
heard by the board. He stated he had 
never sold whisky on Sunday since the 
Sunday-law went into effect. He had 
never sold or wine at such times 
except with meals. He had sometimes 
sold beer on Sundays in “‘steins”’ (mugs) 
ed it, He 
never kept beer.on draught on Sunday. 
The beer sold at such times in “steins”’ 
would be emptied into them from bot- 
tleg and then served to patrons. 

Cpmmissioner Bosbyshell

Charies Silent argued that it was 
contrary to the spirit of the Postal 
Primary Plan for a pet of names to 
be selected by a few instead of by 
the voters as a whole.

On the 
saine principle he (Hazard) had placed 
a ticket ‘before the caucus the first 
thing he did in it. He challenged 
Al Lindley to show the ticket he had 
prepared to vote, and to prove he had 
not written thereon a list of names 
of men whom he intended to be used 
to beat Hazard. 

Al Lindley, recently in the employ of 
Mackey& Young, the Whittier Reform* 
School contractors, and whose resi- 
dence in the Fifth Ward is at least 
Goubtful, replied, with’ some heat, to 
the insinuations of Mr. Hazard, saying 
they were false. . 

William Williams said he had heard 
Al Lindley state a few days since that 
if the caucus sent to the convention a 
set of delegates which should support 
Henry T. Hazard he (Lindley) would 
hold Judge McKinley personally re- 
sponsible for it. He (Williams) wartted 
to have a set of delegates sent from 
the ward, which delegates would be 
representative of the voters.

LETTERS TO THE TIMES. 


The Movement for Better Roads and the Pro- 
posed $750,000 Bond Issue. 

POMONA, May 27.—(To the Editor 
of The Times.) The Los Angeles 
Chamber of Commerce is to be com- 
mended for its action in inaugurating 
a movement for securing better coun- 
try roads. Preliminary to taking any 
definite action in the matter informa- 
tion- is needed, and. surprised 
that so little is being said, when we 
— the importance of the sub- 
ect. 

That we very much need better 
roads; that no other improvement, for 
the same amount of money expended, 
so greatly enhances values and adds 
to the beauty of a locality, and that 
the issuance of bonds is the better way 
to secure the needed funds, if the 
amount is large and the public gener- 
ally to be benefited, probably a ma- 
jority will agree. But as to the ques- 
tions which mostly concern us—the 
kind of roads to be made, the material 
to be used, the manner of construction, 
the comparative cost and value and 
as to where and what roads to 
built—there is room for difference of 
opinion. 

Our mesa soils, as a rule, furnish ex- 
for roads, and, if 
properly made and cared for, will 
give us good roads at small cost. Such 
roads can be welb made at a cost of 
$150 to $200, or less, per mile; and, if 
well made, the annual cost of Keep- 
ing in repair will be a mere trifle. 
Where the soil contains too much sand 
or too much clay, other material is 


| needed. The suggestion of the Cham- 


ber of Commerce was for macadamized 
roads, which would cost heavily per 
mile. There are localitigs where the 


soil is not suitable» for road-making, 


but in some or most of these locali- 
ties probably material from gravel 
pits, or mesa ,sojlg: may be found best 
available, t considered. It is a 
question if it would be wise to expend 


-so-much_on a few roads, when many 


are equally needed. 

It has been stated that we expend 
about $90,000 annually on our country 
roads and that the money is not well 
spent. If this be true would it not 
be well for us to learn better how to 
make and care for roads before we ex- 
pend $750,000 in one lump? It would 
seem that what is first needed in this 
line is county, and perhaps district 
road engineers, men .who thoroughly 
know how to make and care for roads. 

But the most interesting question is 
as to where the money shall be ex- 
pended. Fifteén years ago almost the 
entire traffic and travel of the county, 
Orange county included, went over the 
wagon roads to and from Los Angeles. 
Now that ‘is all changed. Most of the 
traffic and travel go by rail. The man 
who drives; even’ ten miles to Los: An- 
geles along a line of railway is the ex- 
ception. Besides, the day of the elec- 
tric line has come and another five 
years will again revolutionize the mode 
of travel, and then, good-by wagon 
road along electric lines. Again, towns 
a cities are rapidly building up Over 
the county, each becoming more and 
more a business center and absorbing 
the business of the country near by, 
and each tuwn is most interested in 
roads leading to the country—not to 
the larger city at a distance from it. 

The resolutions of the convention re- 
quest- the Supervisors to take steps 
to have bonds issued for constructing 
a& system of trunk lines of roads ‘‘lead- 
ing from the city of Los Angeles.” 
Good road's are needed leading: from 
Los Angeles and leading from Pomona 
for a distance of five or ‘ten miles, 
and not especially much further, in 
several directions. One-driving out of 
either of those cities. toward the other 
would find the travel becoming tess 
and less until at the San Gabriel wash 
only an occasional solitary . ‘traveler 
would be met, and the demand for a 
macadam road at that point is not 
pressing. 

As a rule, the correct method of rais- 
ing funds for road building is to have 
the interested property-owners furnish 
it. This is our plan in cities, and in 
all 'thickly-settled localities it wou!d be 
the best plan in the country.» Our 
present road law, which provides a 


] general road fund, to be used for the 


‘work at large, under the direction of 
one official for a large district, is not 
wise or just, and, no matter how effi- 
cient or impartial a supervisor may 
be, can never. be satisfactory... A State 
law, providing for road work to be 
done by property-owners in the coun- 
try, the same as is now done in cities, 
would, to a extent, solve the 
road problem. 

If we are to vote these bonds it 
would seem to be the proper course for 
each city, together with its adjacent 
and interested country district, to be 


‘allowed to expend its own portion of 


the fund raised. This would build the 
roads where they are most needed, and
